(3) His refusal of repatriation and failure to promote the project. 

(4) His lacx of interest in the social aspects of Comamism and his disdain 
of less fortunate Soviet citizens. 

(5) His failure to keap local Soviet citizens informed of developments req 
ecived by him from the Soviet Consulate in Shanghai and Tientsin.

to use their groups to obtain as much information about the Tsingtao Ruasian 

Emigre Association ag possible, particularly in reference to their menership 95x 4 
and financial status, 


fhe SCA has made overtures to the USSR Embassy in Nanking for financial aid 
to support the Soviet school in Tsingtao. Unless such aid is forthcoming, the 
Soviet school] in Tsingtao will be closed. 
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
